* Wasuineron, D. C. March 6.— Great disap- 
pointment was expressed, on the part of such 
members of the House as were not informed 
about the real facts in the case, that the articles 
of impeachment, known to have been prepared 
by the Judiciary Committee, and ali day in the 
hands of the Chairman, were not presented to 
the House. It is true that the Committee has 
complied with the orders of the House, and pre- 
pared articles against Belknap, but the senti- 
ment of that Committee is that, unless the 
House imperatively demand it, the articles 
ought not to be presented, or, at least, 
need not be presented at present. The 
only witness in the case has gone, and the Com- 
mittee thinks it unnecessary to present the case 
to the Senate until there is cient proof to 
establish it, and make the impeachment stand. 
The Committee's desire for delay is said by the 
Democratic members to be based on the almost 
absolute knowledge that there will soon be 
established 

MORE FACTS AGAINST THE DEPOSED SECRETARY 
than the most sensational committee-mau could 
ordinarily imagine. Indeed, it iszasserted with 
absolute certainty that facts have been found 
that will make the case of Belknap ten- 
fold worse than it is now, and tbat the 
testimony will be 60 convincing and 80 
direct that it will not depend upon the presence 
or absence of any one witness, Statements of 
this nature will be made to the House to-morrow 
by Chairman Knott, of the Judiciary Committee, 
and the Honse will probably conclude that the 
articles of impeachment in the Fort Sill case, 
which hung on the testimony of one man, 
Marsh. who is abeent, may as well be postponed. 
The articles as prepared are very long. and 
cover every phase of the case as developed by 
Marsh’s testimony, and incitude a separate 
charge for every instaliment Belknap received.

„Have you had many transactions with him?“

Leighton came to us because he formerly bought 
of usin Baltimore. Wehave never sold him 
more than $75 to $100 at once, while we have

CORPORATION COUNSEL. 
A communication was received from the Mayor 
transmitting the name of John Woodbridge as 
his nomination for Corporation Counsel. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Judiciary. 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


The acting Corporation Counsel sent in an 
ordinance which he said should be passed at 
once if it was intended to apply for judgment on 
special assessments. remaining due and unpaid 
at the time of the next application for judgment 
for State and county taxes.

FULLERTON AVENUE SEWER. | 
The following communication was received 
from the Board of Public Works: 
We in@lose herewith a communication from Messrs, 
Fitesimmons & Conneli, contractors for the construc- 
tion of the nuvenue conduit, in reference to 
the action of your honorable body’s Committee of the 
Whole in striking out the item of $175,000 for cleansing 
the North Branch of the Chicago River. The contract 
of these gentlemen requires them to have the work 
completed by Dec. 1, 1816. They assure the Board 
that they can and are determined to finish 
the work this year. Their contract price 
is $314,000. They have been paid $42,0U0 an estimates 
for work already done. There is, therefore, $272,000 
to be paid to them, and the unexpended balance to the 
credit of this work is only $153,000. It wall be seen 
from this statement that the failure of the city to pro- 
vide means to pay for this work already contracted for 
will result in litigation against the city, and in embar- 
russment of a serious character. We are authorized 
by the acting Corporetion Counsel to state to your 
honorable body that, in his opinion, it is the duty of 
the city to provide means to pay for the execution of 
this contract. If the work were not begun, it might 
be prudent to postpone it for a few years; but since 
there has been so much 
i it imeompiete, and such 
no profit or benefit 
can be produced for the community from the invest- 
ment? In our judgment, the sum of $175,000 is abso- 
lutely necessary to complete the conduit, including 
the cost of inspection and engines. We respecifully 
renew our recommendation that this appropriation be 
made, R.  PRINDIVILLE,

Following is the communication referred to: 
We observe from the report of yesterday's proceed- 
ings of the Common Council in Commitee of the 
Whole for considering the appropriations for the cur- 
rent year that it was voted to strike out the item of 
$175,000 asked for by your honorable Board for tho 
completion of the Fullerton avenue conduit. We take 
the liberty of reminding you that we are under con- 
tract (dated Sept. 13, 1875,) with the city for the 
completion of that work on or before Dec, 1 next, fur 
the sum of $314,200.

The play is in character delicate, refined, in- 
genious, witty; but not robust in constitution or 
perfectly developed in every part. It is a prod- 
uct of nervous force rather than of sustained 
and self-contained genius. The dialogue is 
elaborated with extreme care, so that many of 
the speeches resemble a piece of fine mosaic 
work. Here a little and there a little, has been 
the motto of the author. The consequence is 
that some of his personages are tov clever by 
half. Mr. Gidson Vreene, who was in London 
Mr. Byron himself, is unnaturally witty. He is

continually on the verge of a bon mot, and 
appears uneasy until he has plunged over the 
precipice. The other characters also are much 


given to aphorism. Some of the best things we 
select and repeat, merely to show the character 
of the play, and how 8 are the surprises 
in which it abounds. hen ERel says solemnly 
to her husband, “We afe sailing ander 
false colors, be replies, Much better 
than being wrecked under right ones.” 
Augustus tells the landlord: “I bave 
heard of dumb waiters—a deaf one is impossi- 
ble.” uffler, the high-dried art-critic, says, 
„Augustus, you're a fool,” to which the crushing 
response is: “ „ youre a——critic.” 
Speaking of Augustus Vere’s small conduct, 
Gibson Greene says: It is small; so very 
small I’m not surprised he doesn’t see it.” Gib- 
son afterwards gets in anembarrassing situation 
and says: 1 can bow appreciate the feelings 
of a lobster while he’s boiling.” ‘: Who ever 
beard of a good-looking genius? If this exe- 
cution of yours were sent to the Academy it 
would certainly be hung.“ I might rise to the 
dignity of crime, but I never make mistakes,” 
are other dry remarks of the quick-witted 
Greene. From what has been said itis an easy 
advauce to the statement that the play is itself 


a piece of bric-a-brac, like those which figure 


largely in it; but, thought it does not 
rise to the dignity of the highest art, 
neither does it fall to the level of the 
lowest. It is interesting and refined, showing 
fine dramatic art anda commendable contempt 
for vulgarism and clap-trap, while at the same 
time it teaches a good lesson without employing 
the awful method of the school-room. 

The acting of the play at McVicker’s Theatre 
deserves the highest praise. Nothing anywhere 
near so good has been done there this season. 
Mr. John Dillen as Gibson Greene was a little 
out of bis element, and was less John Dillon 
than usual; but be was none the less a good 
actor. He avoided equally burlesque and tame- 
ness, and was generally easy and distinct. He 
had an enthusiastic welcome from the audience, 
which had evidently gathered rather to see him 
than to see the play. Though it may not 80 ap- 
pear from the plot above given, the uncle of 
Augustus Vere, Mr. Percy Pendragon, is the most 
couspicuous maje character of the play. Mr. 
Rainford, who assumed this part, bad many op- 
portunities for fine acting, which be improved 
surprisingly well, Mrs. Murdoch as Tel 
Grainger was, for the most * satisfactory. 
Sbe is deservediy a favorite wich Chicago thea- 
tre-goers. It is a pity she could not find the 
time to commit ber lines hly to memogy. 
An indulgent public is not disposed to be indul- 
gent iv thie respect.

SHAW OPENS HIS HEART. 

There has seemed a sort of incompleteness in 
the revelations thus far made about the Bur- 
leigh-Shaw give-away, and there have been peo- 
ple who ihmsted that Burleigh was forced or 
tempted into a “confession” which was not 
true, in order to save the main stakes to his 


backers at the expense of his reputation 
asa billiard-player. On this ground, assumed 
or believed, many gentlemen who won on the 
sure thing by betting on Shaw have been 
disinclined to give up their wianings 
on the ground that Shaw, whatever may 
have been the result of the game, was playing 
all he knew, and should have the credit thefeat. 
To these gentlemen specially. aud to the general 
public, are submitted the following facts : 

Yesterday afternoon Henry Rhines (known 
only to the billiard world as ‘‘ Dump”) went 
into the J. M. Brunswick & Balke Co.'s office on 
business, and, We thete, was favored with 
the company of Louis Shaw, one of the comneti- 
tors in the Academy of Mosic fraud. To the 
latter Mr. Bensinger, the stakeholder in fact, 
propounded a question as to whether he pro- 
posed to give up the badge illegally held by him. 

Shaw at first said that he would not give up 
anything; that, whatever Burleigh might have 
done, he had won the emblem, and proposed to 
bold it. 

Some further conversation ensued, and at last 
Shaw jet out his version of the story.

sum of greenbecks. Shaw further seid that the 
talk about the match being fixed io the inter- 
mission was all nonsense, and that when the i- 
terval was over he was so nervous for fear of 
Burleigh’s making a “ double-cross” and win- 
ning the game for his Chicago backers, that bo 
could not make the commonest shot. 

Not to put too fine a point on ib Sbaw owaed 
up everything, and corroborated Burleigh’s tea- 
timouy throughout, showing that both men were 
no sportsmen, but simply pool-box players for 
the benefit of a set of gamblers, to their own 
eternal discrédit in the profession of billiards.

DECISIONS. 


HILL & M’KECHNIE VS, TRE BALTIMORE, PITTSBURG 


& CHICAGO ROAD. 


Judge Blodgett, who has been enjoying one of 


his peculiar vacations the past week,—that is, 


doing twice as much business as usual,—yester- 
day morning delivered half a dozen decisions in 
various ¢ases which bave been beard before him 


during the past two months. 


The first case decided was that of Hill & Me- 
Kechnie vs. the Baltimore, Pittsburg & Chicago 
Railroad Company. The plaintiffs claimed about 
$150,000 for buiiding a portion of the defend- 
ant’s road. A written contract had been 
made in pursuance of a verbal contract, 
but a large amount was claimed 
for grubbing and clearing which was not pro- 
vided for in the contract. The Judge held that 
the written contract must govern, even though it 
would exclude the greater part of the plaintiff's 
claim, but suggested that if the parties desired 
he would give them time to apply to have the 


coutract reformed so as to include all the work 


they had done, and would therefore only iuti- 


mate what his decision was at present. No final 
order was therefore made. 
FOX & HOWARD. 


A decision was also rendered inthe case of 
Fox & Howard. the bankrupt contractors, on the 
con * claims of Jetlerson Hodgkins and 

Carkins to certain property 
of the bankrupts which was sold to 
Hodgking in July last. This property

consisted of dredges, seows, tug-boats, eto., and 
was sold by. Bradford Hancock, the Provisional 
Assignee, sealed bids being received, in pursu- 
ance of an order of the District Court, to Hodg- 
kins for the sum of $40,000, he being the highest 
bidder. An order was then made on all persons 


to show cause why such sale should not be con- 


firmed, and no cause being shown it was con- 


firmed. On the 12th day of July the Assignee 
‘reported that he had given Hodgkins a certitied 


copy of the order of confirmatiou, and had de- 


mauded the $40,000, or a part as a deposit, but 


that the latter had failed to pay any part of it 
and that he was insolvent. He also reported 


that he bad received a bid of $40,000 from 
Couro & Carkius, which he asked leave 


to accept in lieu of that of Hodgkins. The Judge 
thereupon set aside the order of sale to Hodg- 
king and directed sale to be made to Couro & 


Carkins, which was done, and the amount paid 
without any notice having been given to 


Hoagkins. 

A petition for review was then taken to Judge 
Drummond, who directed that the order of Jul 
12, setting Aside the sale to Hodgkins, an 
directing it to be made to Couro & Carkins, 
should be opened or set aside, and that an op- 
portunity should be givea to Hodgkins and oue 
C. S. Crane to be heard on the application of the 
Assignes to set aside the sale to Hodgkius. 


Subsequently, Hodgkins aud Crane filed a 


petition, setting out that Hodgkins’ bid was 
made for Oraue, who was the real principal; 


that the Assignee had given the latter until July 


12 to make the payment, but bad then sudde 
sold the property tg Couro & Carkins, before 
(Orane) bad had time to get the money 
pay es deposit. , The Assignee had 
in dad faith, aud in collusion. wit 
Couro & Carkins, knowing that Crane was ready 
to pay for the property. The Assignee answered 
this petition, stating thatwhen the bid was 
made, andthe sale confirmed to Hodgkins, he 
did not know Crane had any interest, and only 
learned such fact on the evening of July 10, 
when Crane promised to pay part of the pur- 
chase money the first thing Monday morning. 
He, bowever, did not consider Crane legally 
bound to do so, and, Hodgkins being irresponsi- 
ble, aud Crave failing to keep his promise befure 
nearly noon Monday, he sought out Couro & 
Carkins, and obtained a better bid from them, 
which he recommended should be accepted. 

On this petition and answer, and the su- 
swer of Couro & Carkins, voluminous proof 
had been taken, the Judge said, and tus first 
question to be decided was as to whether 
the order of July 12 haying been opened iu 
accordance with the decision of the learned 
Circuit Judge—the order of July 9 should be set 
aside, or, in other words, whether the Court, if

appeared conclusively that Hodgkins was irre-

Greenbacks at the New York Gold Ex- 
change yesterday closed at 87}. 


Evans, the Fort Sill partner of Maksu, has

"The local elections in Maine yesterday fail 
to show the powerful reaction which was 
predicted as the result of the War Depart- 
ment exposures. In Portland the Republic- 
ans elected their Mayor, overcoming a Dem- 
ocratic majority of over 500in 1874, and in 
various other of the larger cities throughout 
the State Republican victories and gains are 
reported, 


In the annual report of the Secretary of 
the Lumbermen’s Exchange of Chicago are 
to be found some interesting statistics of the 
dumber trade of the city during the year 1875. 
‘The total receipts of lumber were 1,138,143,698 
feet,—an increase over 1874 of 78,054,990; 
end of shingles, 532, 212,000, —a decrease of 
24,066,000. There was also a large increase 
in the shipments of lumber from Chicago as 
compared with 1874, and a slight decrease in 
the shijiment of shingles. 


The belief that the flight of Marsn into 
Canada was encouraged, if not abetted and 
connived at, by one or more of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Investigating Commit- 
tee, is slowly gaining ground.

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS FINANCE BILL. 
The majority of the Democratic Congres- 
sional Caucus Committee has agreed upon a 
Lill embodying a plan which professes to 
lead up to resumption of specie payments. 
The following analysis by the Cincinnati 
Gazette is a correct one: : 
1. Treasury to lay by in reserve gold to the amount 
of 3 per cent cf the greenbacks each year. 
2. This reserve to be counted as part of the sinking 
fund for purchase of bonds. 
8. Banks to lay by in reserve gold to the amount of 
3 per cent of their circulation each year. 
4. This coin reserve to be counted im their required 


legal-tender reserve. 
5. This reserve to continue till the greenbaeks “ shall 


be appreciated to par value with gold and shall be con- 
vertible into coin.”’ 

6. But this gold reserve shall at no time be less than 
30 per cent of the greembacks and of the bank-notes. 

7. Somuch of the Resumption act as provides for 
redemption of greenbacks ia repealed. 

8. So much of the act as required the withdrawal of 
80 per cent in greenbacks for new bank circulation 
issued, until greenpack circulation is reduced to $300,- 
000,000, is repealed, so that there shall be no retire- 
ment of greenbacks for any part of the new free-bank 
issucs, 

9. No time js fixed for convertibility or resump- 
tion. 

10. The“ resumption fund * in Treasury and banks, 
severally, at no time to be less than 30 per cent of 
greenbacks and bank-notes, 

The first and natural question of the 
reader will be, What does this bill mean? Is 
it a fraud, or a mere pretense,—something to 
bridge over a Presidential election, and then 
to be sponged off the statute-book as an ab- 
surd impracticability? It provides for the 
reserve by the Treasury of 3 per cent in gold 
of the whole amount of greenbacks for ten 
years, or until the reserve equals 30 per cent 
of the greenbacks, or $112,000,000. This 
gold is to remain idle in the Treasury, while 
an equal amount of bonds bearing 6 per cent 
which might be redeemed therewith are left 
outstanding ; in other words, the country is 
to be taxed $11,000,000 a year in gold and pay 6 
per cent interest thereon. And to do what? 

The National Banks are to lay by gold in 
like manner equal to 3 per cent annually of 
their circulation, which is to be counted as 
part of their reserve. Taking the circulation 
at $340,000,000, the banks are to lay up 
$100,000,000 in ‘gold, whieh is to remain 
idle. If at any time the greenbacks attain a 
value with coin, then the annual reserve is to 
be suspended, but must never be less than 30 
per cent. Whether Mr. Payne or Marx 
Twam prepared this part of the bill, the 
humor is just the sama It will take 
ten years to reach the 30 per cent, 
and then there is to be coin redemption (7); 
but if the banks or the Treasury redeem a 
million of dollars of their ꝓotes, they must 
forthwith purchase a million of gold to take 
its place; the reserve of gold must be kept 
up, and for every dollar of notes redeemed 
there must be another gold dollar purchased, 
so that the reserve will be wholly unavaila- 
ble for redemption. It may as weil be buried 
in the sea. It will be like the faith and re- 
sources of the nation,” of which the infla- 
tionists talk so much,—utterly beyond the 
reach of the bill-holder. A bill-holder ap- 
plying for the redemption of his note in coin 
from the millions on hand will be referred 

to the statute which compels the bank or 
the Treasury ‘‘ to keep” that sum of gold on 
hand, and they will not violate the law by 
paying any of it out. 

The bill repeals the time fixed for re- 
sumption; repeals the withdrawal of green- 
backs in the proportion of 80 per cent of the 
increase of new bank circulation ; does not re- 
tire the greenbacks; does not provide for 
resumption at any time; and it is difficult to 
understand what the bill does propose be- 
yond the abstracting and hoarding of gold at 
the rate of $22,000,000 a year for ten years. 

The purpose of this bill is, as we have in- 
ditated, to do nothing; to let the country 
drift towards insolvency and to the general 
crash, out of which will come repudiation 
and such loss of credit that specie payments 
and specie values will become a necessity. 
The bill is a shallow device, intended to swin- 
dle the country, and why any inflationist or 
rag-babyite should object to it, we do not un- 
derstand. 

The Democratic House is, as we feared, 
more opposed to any healthy reform of the 
currency than any of its predecessors. Its 
hard-money Democrats are like the Democratic 
members of the temperance party, not only 
few in number, but very willing to compro- 
mise with the enemy. If this bill be the best 
thing they can produce, they had better let 
Laps have his way, and order the issue of 
paper dollars. |

of gold idle in the Treasury at a cost of 6 per 
cent to the country? Does he not know it 
will be seized and squandered, and that the 
creation of such a reserve will not last two 
years? Is not the bill, therefore, a fraud 
and deception? 

The worst feature of the whole business is, 
that, while Congress will do nothing to pro- 
mote specie payments, it refuses to let the 
banks and business men of the country re- 
sume. The Banking law as it now stands 
prohibits resumption of specie payments by 
the banks, and also by the country. It re- 
quires the banks to deposit with the Treas- 
urer the equivalent of $103 in gold, and al- 
lows it to issue $90 in paper, when 
the bank can sell its bonds for $120 in 
paper. Now, if Congress would change this 
law, and permit the bank to deposit $25 in 
gold and $75 in gold bonds, and to issue 
$100 in notes, there would be at once a spe- 
cie-paying bank-note currency, secured dollar 
for dollar by coin or its equivalent. No such 
security for bill-holders has ever been pro- 
vided in any country except in the 
case of the notes of the Bank of En- 
gland. There can be no _ objection 
on the part of even the wildest infla- 
tionists to letting the banks resume specie 
payments by issuing notes redeemable in 
coin. But the policy of the present law is 
hostile—is prohibitory of any such proceed- 
ing by the banks. They are now required to 
put up an equivalent of $125 in greenbacks 
to secure $90 of theirown notes. The issue 
of notes is therefore no longer profitable, at 
least in the West, and the best and most sub- 
stantial banks have reduced their note circu- 
lation to the minimum allowed by law. They 
cannot resume even if they were disposed, 
and, in addition, the Democratic caucus bill 
proposes that they shall hoard a sum equal to 
30 per cent of their circulation in gold. This 
last proposition excludes the possibility of 
the banks resuming. 

Now, why cannot Congress emancipate the 
business of the country by removing these 
restrictions? Let it provide that the banks 
may issue notes to the par value of the gold 
bonds and of the gold deposited with the 
Secretary of the Treasury, shall be released of 
the taxes on circulation and deposits, which are 
really taxes upon the public, and require 
them to keep on hand at the Treasury a rea- 
sonable percentage of coin for the redemption 
of their notes. Then all the banks having 
substance and bona fide capital will resume ; 
the notes of the non-resuming banks and the 
greenbacks would circulate as depreciated 
paper, for what they may be worth, until the 
people grew tired of them. A wide margin 
of value between the gold notes and the 
paper-dollar notes would be established, and 
the business of the country would rapidly 
but naturally settle down to real values, 
with an honest currency of permanent 
value. If the Demoeratic House will not 
have the Government resume, will it remove 
the restrictions which prevent the banks and 
the business men of the country resuming ?

THE NEW MINISTER TO ENGLAND. 
At last the vexed problem of Scuencx’s 


continuance as Minister at the Court of St. 
James is settled by the nomination of Ricu- 
anp Henry Dana, Jr., of Massachusetts, 
which was sent to the Senate yesterday. The 
appointment is an admirable one in every re- 
spect. Mr. Dana was born in Cambridge, 
Mass.,in 1815, and graduated from Harvard 
University in 1837. He first came into public 
notice as an author, with his little book, 
„Two Years Before the Mast, which had an 
immense circulation at that time. He was 
admitted to the Bar in 1840, and at once took 
an eminent position in connection with the 
Saapraca trial in 1853 and that of Anrnony 
Burns in 1654. He was a delegate 
to the Buffalo Convention of 1848, 
and a member of the State Constitutional 
Convention in 1853. From 1861 to 1866 he 
was Attorney-General of Massachusetts. Both 
as an advocate and a writer he has achieved 
an honorable and wide-spread reputation. His 
papers on International Law in the Law Re 
porter are excellent proofs of his ability to 
fill the position, to which he will also bring 
the accomplishments of a cultivated gentle- 
man. Although he is not a poker-player or a 
capper for mining swindles, he will reflect 
honor upon the country. Mr. Dana's appoint- 
ment is evidence at last that Gen. Scuencx has 
resigned, and that his resignation has been 
accepted. The only regret the people will 
have in the retiracy of Scuzncx will be that 
he did not resign long ago. Thecountry may 
have lost a good poker-player at the Court of 
St. James, but it has gained a great lawyer, 
a cultivated gentleman, and a first-class 
diplomatist. 


THE POST-SUTLERSHIPS. 

It is not possible to estimate the extent of 
swindling that has been carried on under 
BxxunNaP’s personal disposition of the post- 
sutlerships throughout the country. There 
are nearly 200 of them, and we have only re- 
turns from one of them. The amount of 
money of which officers and soldiers have 
been bled under this system is not represent- 
ed by the bribe-money paid to BxLXNAT or 
his agents. If this was $6,000, or $10,000, 
or any other rogular sum per year at the dif- 
ferent poste, then the people who were at 
the mercy of these post-sutlers had to pay 
several times that amountin excess of the 
real value of the articles they purchased. 
For not only had the bribe to be paid and a 
profit made by all the partners in proportion 
to the bribe, but this bribe carried with it 
an assurance of protection against exposure 
on account of the exorbitant charges. 
The sutlers felt that, so long as they 
were paying out money which reached 
the Secretary of War himself, they were in 
no danger from any complaints that might 
be made. So, while the bribe-money may 
figure up not beyond the thousands, it is 
probable that the extortions and stealings in 
the aggregate amount to millions. Now that 
the exposure has come, the evidence pours 
in from all sides, which would indicate that 
the practice of paying a stipend was common 
at most of the posts. All the army officers 
who have spoken upon the subject either 
profess that they knew or strongly suspected 
the fraud. If officers in various branches of 
the service and with experience at different 
posts have come to the same conclusion in 
this regard, then the likelihood is consider- 
ably increased that the practice was general 
and not exceptional. The criticism may be 
made that it was the duty of these officers to 
impart some of their information to the 
public and bring about an investigation. 
Perhaps so. But- mere suspicion would 
scarcely justify an army officer, in the 
absence of positive proof, in running the risk 
of being court-martialed and ignominiously 
dismissed from the army for maligning a su- 
perior officer; but now their suspicions count 
for something, and induce the belief that the 
selling of trading-posts by the Secretary of 
War has been generally followed ever since 
1869. 


| This view of the case is further strength- 


ened by the fact that BxLxNAY went so far as 
to. risk an open rupture with SaznmaNn, Gen- 
eral of the Army, and to lobby for the pass- 
age of a law through Congress enabling him 
to control and consequently to sell the army 
trading-posts. It was formerly the custom to 
secure the appointment of a post-sutler on the 
recommendation of a commission of three of- 
ficers, resident at the post, approved by the 
official commanding the post. It was BRT- 
KNAP’s refusal to abide by this precedent 
which led to the disagreement between him 
and Gen. SHzrman. When the matter got 
into Congress, of course there was 
no question as to integrity, and no 
suspicion of fraud, and the only issue seemed 
to be one between a superior and an inferior 
officer. Congress naturally decided in favor 
of the former, and thereafter the Secretary of 
War had full power to remove or appoint 
suttlers without consulting with anybody. 
BELKNAP exercised this new power without 
stint or reserve, and faithful men in favor 
with the army were summarily dismissed to 
make room for favorites of the Secretary of 
War, who began immediately to practice ex- 
tortion and‘who have kept it up ever since. 
This law should, of course, be instantly re- 
pealed; and it stands a warning against any 
Congressional action which has à tendency 
to increase the patronage of a Cabinet officer, 
and against all propositions to do away with 
checks and customs calculated to restrain 
personal corruption.. No better system could 
have been suggested than that which actually 
prevailed, and which practically placed the 
sutler under the supervision of the chief 
officers at the post at which he served, and 
this system should be restored immediately 
in the interests of the thousands who de- 
pend on the sutler for all their comforts in 
life.

REBEL PENSION-GRABBING. 

The most impudent piece of legislation 
which the Democratic majority have sought 
to thrust upon the House in the interests of 
their Confederate allies is the bill granting 
pensions tothe Rebels who had been soldiers 
in the War of 1812, which about a week ago 
was amended so as to include the return to 
the pension-rolls of Rebel soldiers who had 
forfeited their pensions, and which is intended 
to open the doors not only to Rebel pension- 
ers of 1812, but also to those who served in 
the Mexican and Indian wars, and thus by 
degrees pave the way to the recognition of a 
shoal of other Rebel claims. If this bill had 
been passed, it would have placed this class 
of persons on the pension-rolls and given 
them back-pay for fifteen years, thus taking 
from thirty to sixty millions out of the tax- 
payers at one grab. The Confederates claim 
this amount as due for services rendered 
to the country when they were not Reb 
els, but were careful to make no argument 
upon the fact that asthe bill reads, if put 
back upon the pension-rolls they would draw 
back-pay for the period during which they 
were trying to destroy the Government from 
whose Treasury they are now seeking to 
clutch millions. To put these men back 
upon the rolls at allisan outrage upon the 
tax-payors of the country, and to pay them 
for the time during which they were in arms 
against the Government would be something 
worse than an outrage. 

It is only about a year ago that a raid was 
made upon the empty Treasury in the shape 
of the so-called Bounty Equalization bill, by 
which sailors, boatmen, mule-drivers, musi- 
cian, sutlers, waiters, negro servants, and the 
general riff-raff that follows in the wake of a 
great army, were to come in for a share of 
the bounty plunder. This demagogic scheme 
for the benefit of tax-eaters and claim-agents, 
however, fell through, and now comesin its 
place this proposition to put upon the pen- 
sion-lists every man who served ten days in 
the little scrimmage war of 1812, all the vol- 
unteers of the Mexican War who have already 
been paid two ar three times over for their 
services, and all who have participated in 
Indian wars; and in addition to this, to en- 
courage secession and disloyalty by paying it 
a premium. 

If Congress is going into the pension busi- 
ness by wholesale, those who are entitled to 
pensions are the two millions of soldiers now 
living who fought to put down tho rebellion 
carried on by those who are now making this 
impudent attempt to get their hands into the 
Treasury. Of course it will require two or 
three hundred millions a year to pay them, 
and would bankrupt the Government at once ; 
but if anything of the kind is to be done, 
they are the only proper men to receive what- 
ever available property there is left in the 
country, if they are willing to accept it. The 
whole pension business of well, able-bodied 
men is a piece of arrant demagogism and 
tax-eating, There is nothing which the 
average Congressman is so ready and eager 
to accomplish as the increase of the pension- 
rolls, He takes to it as pertinaciously as the 
average Alderman takes to increase of se wer- 
age in his ward, and he goes into this 
business of giving extra bounties and 
pensions to persons for services on 
these little Indian and Mexican raids 
after the Government had settled with them 
in full and paid them off longago. This 
is done in expectation of making votes and 
partisan capital at the expense of the tax- 
payers, and it is about time the tax-payers 
put their foot on these reckless demagogues 
who are so free and liberal with other people's 
money. This thing only flourishes in the 
United States, where demagogism has been 
reduced to a science, and where such persons 
can magnify themselves upon the floor of 
Congress by confiscating the property of their 
constituents. These demagogues seem to act 
upon the general supposition that there are 
no voters in their districts except the recipi- 
ents of the bounties taken out of the pockets 
of the tax-payers. Every one of these 
demagoguos should be spotted by the tax- 
payers of his district whom he proposes to 
rob, particularly at a time when the whole 
country is depressed and struggling to get 
upon its feet again out of its distressed and 
qusi-bankrupt condition. 


Trisunsg relative to some suggestions in ro- 
gard to reforming the condition of things 
which renders a BELKNAP a possible and even 
a probabie being at all times, and suggests 
among other things that genuine reform will 
never be reached until personal worth and 
character so assert themselves in American 
society as to regard the empty-headed and 
bad-hearted apes of both sexes with the 
same contempt as in the really best circles in 
Europe.” This is a patriotic and excusable 
reference to the Vaterland,“ and it would 
have been literally true if it had been made 
some years ago. But the evidences are in- 
ercasing that the Franco-Prussian war has 
had much the same pernicious influence on 
German society that the War of the Rebellion 
exerted upon this country. As a new evi- 
dence of this deplorable indication we will 
cite a few sentences from a private letter 
jast revsived in this city from a gentleman | 


who spent much time in Germany a dozen 
years ago, and whose observations during his 
present sojourn has led him to the following 
conclusions: All that stern simplicity of 
life,” he says, “ with which (and in great 
part by reason of which) the small following 
of the Brandenburgers, camped on the 
islands of the Spree, has grown to be the 
grandest power of the continent,—all this is 
gone, and everything seems to be corrupted ; 
life, manners, morals, business, finance, even 
taste. This tendency has been headlong 
since the war. They had their 
heads turned, as you know, by their success ; 
but you can’t realize without seeing in how 
many different ways they went mad. They 
remind me of what the old pilot called Manx 
Twarn,—‘ more different kinds of a d——d 
fool than he had ever seen. Knrersmann told 
me that the real-estate mania led to all sorts 
of crazy speculations. Then came the crash. 
The very gold napoleons carried to Berlin 
flowed back to France in a steady stream. 
But the French fashions and follies did not 
go back. They remained. And, materially, 
the people who paid the indemnity are to-day 
ever so much richer than they who received 
it.“ * 
THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 

There is a treaty pending at Washington 
with the Hawaiian or Sandwich Islands which 
Congress had better be in no haste to ratify. 
It is virtually a treaty between the United 
States of America and twenty or thirty sugar- 
planters (most of whom are of themselves 
Americans) to donate to said planters about 
$500,000 gold per annum,—being the amount 
of duty now collected in our ports on sugar 
grown on said islands. There is room on 
these islands for about twenty more planta- 
tions, and of course when the treaty goes 
into effect, and the bonus of 3 or 39 cents 
per pound is added to the production of sugar 
there, this waste ground will be put under 
cultivation and the aggregate donation from 
our Treasury will be increased by 
so much. Moreover, the largest source 
of our gold revenues (the sugar duties) 
will have been dangerously tampered 
with, and other islands here and there will be 
worming and wiring at Washington City to 
get themselves put on as favorable a footing 
as the Kanakas. The Sandwich Island plant- 
ers have been working on this job diligently 
for fourteen years with the untiring patience 
of old lobbyists, and have now nearly succeed- 
ed. Their treaty is called a reciprocity treaty. 
The reciprocity consists in our admitting 
their sugar free of duty, in return for which 
they (less than 100,000 inhabitants all told) 
will admit free of duty from this country 
such articles as they have always bought and 
will always continue to buy from us. It is 
also in contemplation, we believe, to give us 
acoaling station somewhere on the group, 
and a flag-staff, or a place to put one,—thus 
giving Brother Jonathan the expectation of 
some day extending his area seaward! And 
all for the beggarly sum of half a million to a 
million gold per year. 

Before the House ratifies the financial part 
of this treaty we trust that efforts will be 
made to bring the omnibus load of sugar- 
planters on the Island of Hawaii to better 
terms, that is, to beat them down. Very 
likely they would accept half a million 
down, and let us off from an annual pay- 
ment of that sum, and spare us the necessity 
of paying an equal sum in addition when the 
other twenty sugar plantations are started. 
Half a million dollars paid once ought te get 
us a pretty large coaling station, especially 
at a place where the inhabitants have always 
been willing to sell us coal, as well as yams, 
bread-fruit, oranges, and spring chickens, 
cheap for cash, or to rent us dock-room on 
reasonable terms. The coaling station looks 
to us very thin. But if this is a question of 
some, time coming into possession of the 
islands, and shouldering the responsibility of 
fortifying their coasts and defending them in 
war, then we beg to be excused for the 
present. Or, if we must do so, we would 
prefer to pay less money down for the privi- 
lege of beginning.

The results of the first year’s experiment in 
steam-navigation upon the Erie Canal are fur- 
nished by the report of the Baxter Steam Canal- 
boat Company to the New York State Engineer. 
It appears the Company bezan business last 
year with ten boats, and during the season in- 
creased the number tofifteen. In all, ninety-five 
trips from New York to Buffalo and return were 
made during the year. The average running 
time was thirteen days, but incInding delays and 
time lost in taking on and discharging cargo, 
twenty-five days were spent in each trip. The 
gross freight receipts were $83,666, or an aver- 
age of $383 per trip. Against this are to be 
charged $306 per month for crew of each boat:

MEXICO. 
THE DIAZ REVOLUTION—MOVEMENTS OF DIAZ’ LIEU- 
TENANT. 

GaLveston, March 6.—The News’ special from 
Brownsviile, Tex., says the revolutionists under 
Diaz are rapidly gaining strength. Considerable 
consternation prevails among Government ad- 
herents in towns along the Mexican border. 
Many families are seeking protection on the 
American sideat Rio Grande City, Edinburg, 
and Brownsvi'le. Matamoras is considered the 
present objective point of the Diaz party. Al- 
though itis a strongly-fortified city, the small gar- 
rison of Federal troops now there under Cristo is 
inadequate for all purposes. Col. Paral, who was 
ordered with his command from Comargo to 
their assistance, arrived on the 3d, having missed 
or avoided Penna in the route. Contrary to the 
expectations of the Government party, Penna, 
after taking Ronosa, and Lis force being aug- 
mented by about 400 volunteers, received orders 
from Diaz to advance immediately to Comargo. 
It is reported lie has reached Curas, the 
noted den of cattle-thieves, and the point at 
which McNally recently crossed into Mexico, 
Where his force will probably be increased. 
Immediately on receipt of news of the 
movement of Penna Col. Paral left 
Matamoras on yesterday morning io pursuit of 
him and for the protection of Comargo. Gov- 
ernment troops have also left Monterey for that 
point, as also a small party of the rural police 
from Mier. Diaz remains quiet at Brownsville. 
He is probably waiting until the forces of Penna 
are sufficiently strong to make an attempt on 
Matamoras. Later news says Penna this morn- 
ing took undisputed possestion of Comargo, 
where a forcible tax {will be probably made to 
increase the finances of the filibusters.

HARPER AND SMITH. 


Their Cases Yesterday in Court at 
Springfield, and Continuation 
Granted. 


Recent Developments Showing 
Smith to Be the Major 
Villain, 


Smith's Bonds to Be Increased, and Harper 
Likely to Escape Prison. 


Copy of the Admission of Guilt which Smith

Senor, III., March 6.—In the Federal 
Cirenit Court to-day, the now famous cases, 
criminal and civil, against ex-Coliector John T. 
Harper were continued for a third time, this 
time. however, by consent of Gov.

Counsel for Smith 
told the Court that they were in correspondence 
with the Treasury Department aid Attorney- 
General Pierrepont for the purpose of effecting 
a compromise of the case, and, while no agree- 
ment had been made for a continuance, they 
were progressiug with arrangements for raising 
money to make a settlement; also that Solicitor 
Wilson had tacitly consented, in view of the 
facts, that the defendants need not prepare for 
trial at this term. In pursuance of the under- 
standing a Special Agent of the had 
been sent here to investigate and establish the 
amount of the liabihty to the Goveroment, and 
had but just made his report. In view of these 
efforts, madein good faith, to compromise the 
cases, and which would probably be successful 
at an early day. the defense had made no pre- 
parations for trial and should not be to 
trial at this time. A letter was also 
READ FROM SENATOR LOGAN, 
stating that he had, as requested, laid certain 
papers sent him by counsel for the defense be- 
fore Atty.-Gen. Pierrepont.

VOLUNTARY RETIREMENT BY NATIONAL BANKS 
ofa ion of their circulating notes. This contrac- 
tion is not provided for by the resumptioh but is 
authorized 2 the National-Banking acts, and is the 
healthy ebb and flow of currency which it was the ob- 
ject of the law to secure, The National Banks retired 
$24,962,327 of their notes by de ting that amount of 
United States notes in the Treasury of the United 
States to be used exclusively in redeeming the bank- 
notes when presented. The only motive for this de- 
posit was, that, in the opinion of those banks, the cir- 
culating notes could not be profitably used, or they 
were not strong enough to maintain at the specie- 
basis the whole of their notes. This process, instead 
of being a cause of alarm, should be encouraged and 
hastened; and this is practically the only contraction 
effected by this bill.—a contraction which is in the 
very line clamored for by those who oppose National 
8, but a voluntary contraction, made by the silent 
operation of the interest of the bank, while at the same 
time it advances the residue of notes to par in gold. 
Sir, in my judgment, the real solution of specie- 
resumption wili thus come through the voluntary act 
of National Banks, each acting for itself, under the 
neral direction of the law, precisely as the Bank of 
cngland, the Bank of Franoe, and the New York banks 
brought about and maintained resumption. I have 
never regarded with solicitude the amount of United 
States notes outstanding, for, as I will show, they can 
o easily maintained at par in gold; but the agency of 
the banks in securing resumption, and the effect of 
resumption upon their customers, were matters of 
solicitude. This I mo longer doubt or fear. The 
whole problem consists in a partial and limited traus- 
fer of capital now invested by National Banks in 
United States bonds to individuais, The high price of 
these bonds; and the idle eapital that seeks investment 
iu them, will enable each bank to streagthen itself 
by a sale of bonds, without in the least impairing iis 
ability to discount or loan, and, in fact, to increase its 
power to do so, and the bonds will be absorbed by the 
increasing demaud for such securities. The bank cur- 


reney being thus diminished, as tbe time for resump- 


tion approaches, the United States votes, supported by 
a gold reserve and the power of the Secretary to sell 
beads, will easily be maintained at the gold standard, 
and tpe problem is solved.

which hae gone on since the panic, and will go on un- 
til the public mind rests assured that the day of re- 
sumption is not only promised, but rendered certain 
by the course of events. An increase of currency will 
follow resumption. Great masses of notes now lice 
idle in bank-vauits and in the Treasury, and are 
boarded in bomesteads ail over the land. There is de- 
posited in the Treasury, without interest and belonging 
to banks, $31,005,000, represented by currency certif- 
cates. There are now in the vaults of the National Banks 
$73,626,108 United States notes and fractional curren- 
cy, $17,166,190 bank-notes,—in all $90,792,290; and in 
the savings-banks, State banks, and other banks that 
have made returus to the Comptroller of the Currency, 
the sum of $48,431,409,—in all making 5170, 2,699; 
aud this is far more than the reserve required by law. 
The practice of hearding currency has greatly in- 
creased from the day of the panic, and u may be 
safely said that there is among tae peopie, and in the 
savings-banks and trust companies, not less than 
$200,000,000 of currency idle. Nothing but the beat of 
security will tempt it from its hiding-places; but, that 
security offered, it can be had for à less rate of in- 
terest than ever before. 

This is the contraction of which so many complain. 
It is not caused by the Hesumption act, but by a want 
of confidence in investments that offer, Confidence 
cannot be restored by a repeal, or by issuing more 
paper money. But the occasion does offer you an op- 
portunity of withdrawing a portion of this idle money, 
and thus reaching a specie-standard. The banks can 
free by surrender a portion of their ciaculation, and 
thus be strong for resumption; gbile jfrightened and 
timid capital will gladly float into United States bonds 
when sold by the banks. Nothing is wanted but con- 
fidence, faith, and time to secure the closing triumph 
of our war policy by the redemption of the only prom- 
ise we then made that has not been honestly redeemed.

ADD TO TILE BURDEN OF EXISTING DEBTS. 

This objection is also inseparable from any pian of re- 
sumption, Postponement or repeal will not help the 
matter. The time jor redemptwn must come, Cur- 
rent indebtedness was never less than now. Liquida- 
tion has gone on rapidly since the panic, and in many 
eases by open bankruptcy. Debts contracted since the 
passage of the act have been made in view of resump- 
tion in 1879, Many of the old debts run for a long 
period of years, and, when issued, were made upon 
the presumption of specie-payments before they ma- 
tured. Other large masses of debts stipulate for the 
ayment of both principal and interest in coin. Near- 
y all the best investment securities are now at or near 
par in gold, and are bought and sold at goid-values. 
Current debts in trade mature and are paid long be- 
fore the time for resumption, and, if renewed, the 
debtor and creditor adjust the mode of payment. All 
new transactions sre based upon the knowledge that 
specie-payments will come at the time stated, and for 
that reason lower rates of interest are stipulated for. 
Let it once be fixed in the public miud that 
on the ist of January. 1879, paper money will be 

advanced to the specie-stand and debtors wi 
readily borrow money payable in that standard at low- 
er rates of interest. Capital will no longer be invested 
in gold bonds from fear that, if loaned to individuals, 
it will be paid back im depreciated paper; but will 
eager!y be invested at lower rates of interest on mort- 
gage or other security, if to be paid in improved and 
improving currency. Industries now languid or ste- 
uded will hopefully revive, pow that stocks are re- 
uced, and productions will haye a fixed commercial 
value, not only in home markets, but the markets of 
the world, Merchants now fear the shri of 
prices, but their stocks will be renewed at a corre- 
reduction of prices until all are measured by 
the gold-standard, when they need have no fear of 
change of prices, except those : from demand 
and supply, Debtors are also generally creditors, and

WOMAN-SUFFRAGE, 
Letter from Elizabeth Boynton Har- 
bert. 
To the Editor of The Cage Tribune: 

Evanston, III., March 1.—Surely a cosmopoli- 
tan journal, whose business it is to faithfully 
recerd the world’s doings, will generously yield 
a niche, a space, to many of its readers, for at 
least a pen-pieture of our *eagle,”—space to 
fly our eagle in,—sinee the two stages of ridi- 
cule and argument are well nigh past, and with 
anxious gratitude we chaot our rvictorious 
anthems. 

Three items which appeared in the columns 
of our daily papers last weck, twenty-five years 
since would have proved fire-brands, kindling 
a blaze of protesting indignation throughout 
the country. 

Please put on your thinking-caps, good 
friends ; recal! the great wave of laughter that 
convulsed the nation when, on that 10th of 
July, 1848, in Wesleyan Chapel, in Seneca Falls, 
N. I., Lucretia Mott and Elizabeth Cady Stan- 


ton, with many other women, Resolved. That 


it was the duty of the women of this country to 
secure to themselyes the sacred right to the 
elective franchise.” Recall your own visions of 
the great revolution to be wrought when women 
should secure that sacred right, if they ewer did. 
Recall those pictures ever persistently held up 
before our anxious vision by our conservative 
orators,—pictures of neglected homes, of for- 
saken children,—all the fathers of the Republic 
standing iu the front doors of their forsaken 
homes, helpleasly elasping a number of un- 
darned socke. the little, forsaken children 
clinging to the father’s knees as they wailed in 
chorus, to the mothers who had gone lo live at the 
polls, Come beck, come back, strong-minded 
chief,” etc., otc. 

Think of past prejudice ; think of actual per- 
secution endured ; and then take up last Fri- 
day's journals, and read and reflect upon the 
items referred to. 

At the head of one column, in large italics, 
you read. The lowa House agreed to submit 
the question of Woman-Suffrage to the people 
by a vote of fifty-three to thinty-nme.” 

Turn to the adjoiving column, and read the 
telegraphic dispatch from the Legislature of 
Minnesota: In the House, the Senate pill al- 
lowing to women to vote iu school-elections was 
passed by a vote of sicty-five to len.” Think of 

vote: sixty-five ayes and ten noes; and 
this bill pot only conrers upon women the 
privilege of voting, but also of being voted for. 

Read again that s bill hes been submitted 
to the Judiciary Committee of the Now York 
Legislature, oonferting the right to vote for 
Presidentiai Electors upon all women in tie 
State of New York who on $250 worth of prop- 
erty. Reflect upon that paragraph a momeut, 
aud then glance over my — oly aud road 
from au open letter, Just received from au inily- 
ential journalist aod politician of New York, who 
writes: Women will vote for the Centennial 
President ;” aud then, as women interested in 
temperanes, in migeionary-work, in all philan- 
thropy, unite with me in a song of thanksgiving 
that the day dawueth when, as legislators out- 
side of home, we can aid the best men of our 
country, aid our husbands and fathere, in enact- 
ing moral jaws that will aid us in our holy work 
as mothers inside the home. 

Doubtiess some of the readers of Tun Tam- 
UNE, some of our genteel members of the oldest 
families, just at this powt will exclaim, *‘ But I 
fail to see what connection this woman-suffrage 
business has with our temperance-reform.” 
Please turn to the reports from the Iowa General 
Assembly again, and read that the Tempetance 
bill was defeated by one vole ; read these few 
lines, and then ask yourself if, as a consistent 
temperance woman, you can ever sgain assert 
that you do not want to vote. In the Senate, 
Senator Jesstps bill to prohibit saloons was 
taken up; and, after discussion, the wine and 
beer section was stricken out. The bill then 
failed to pass. lacking one vole of having a con- 
stitutional majority.“ One more voice to re- 
spond aye would have closed the gilded doors 
of temptation from our boys; and yet mothers 
do not wish to vote. 

Possibly, my dear woman, you are deeply in- 
terested in missionary-work. You leave home 
oftener for missionary-meetings than you could 
possibly for election days; you glory in making 
actual sacrifice of time, comfort, and money, in 
order to give to the Chinese our Bible in leu of 
Confucius ; but you are entirely too womaniy to 
give a thought to the political question, Shall 
the Bible be retained in or ejected from our 
public schools? O, beloved! practical philan- 
thropy and that little mystic talisman, tie dal- 
lot, are mmseparabie. 

But you say, I cannot face the prejfidice 
and ridicule of the opponents of woman-suf- 
frage.“ My dear friends, it has eeaved to be a 
question of being laughed at; the question is 
now, From which party shall the laughter come ?

Gentlemen, a 
hint for yoa: The po.itics (if by politics you 
mean strife for office) of our missionary, snd 
temperance, and church organizations run about 
as Dich as any Masculine politics I know of.

The firm declined giving 
any mſormation about their affairs, but their in- 
debtedness is believed to be about $140,000, 
$60,000 of which is for borrowed money. The 
capital of the firm was $100,000, and they 
claimed to be doing a business of #800,000 a 
year. The members of the firm are ali believed 
to be honorable men, and their failure, while 
disastrous, is regarded as a misfortune which 
they could not possibly avoid.

Roney is said to be at work on a farm near Ke- 
nosha, and his counsel, W. W. O’Brien, is said to 
have agreed several days ago to produce him 
when he was indicted. The other parties are in 
the city, and, it is understood, are ready to sur- 
render themselves at any moment.

Perbaps the ent Grand Jury may not be 
aware that Andrews and his wife openly made 
their boasts that they had bought up the last 
Grand Jury and would never be indicted, and 
that Andrews said that he would have bought up 
the Chicago press, too, if he thought he could 
have done so with money.

Kohn refuses to pay his personal tax, because 
he not assessed under that name, and the entry 
en Mike Evans’ books is that no such person as 
A. J. Cohen lives at 114 Calumet avenue, and 
thus he is allowed to escape. The tax due is 
$318.37, to which the city and county are justly 
entitled. under the circumstances.

THE REDISTRICTING ORDINANCE. 

The following is a copy of a document received 
yesterday morning by the Mayor: 

Ciry Law DEePpaRTMENT, CuIcaGo, March 4.—H. D. 
Colon, Mayor—Degar Sire: You have asked for my 
opinion on the question whether the ordinance passed 
by the City Council Feb. 28. 1876, dividing the city 
into eighteen wards, would, if approved by you, be a 
valid ordinance. 

The ordinance was under Sec, 51 of the City 
Charter, which is as follows: The City Council may, 
from time to time, divide the city into one-half as 
many wards as the total number of Aldermen to which 
the city 1s entitled; and one Alderman shail, annuaily, 
be elected in and for each ward, to hold his office for 
two years, and until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied. In the formation of wards the population of 
each shall be as nearly equal, and the ward shall 
be = as compact and contiguous territory, as practi- 
cable. 

The power conferred by this section is legislative in 
its character; the City Council is necessarily the judge 
of how nearly equal in population it is practicable to 
form the wards, and also of the territorial limite of 
the wards, and when the Council exercises the power 
conferred by the formation of wards, its action can- 
not, in my judgment, be reviewed or called in question 
by the Judiciary. 

I am therefore of the opinion that the ordinance, if 
approved, will be a valid ordinance. Whether the or- 
dipance is a proper one, or expedient, or a fair and 
just exercise of the power conferred, are questions of 
fact which will naturally present themselves to your 
mind in determining whether or not to approve the 
ordinance, but being purely questions of fact I deem 
it beyond my province, and therefore improper, to ex- 
press my Opinien on them, Very respectfully,

A Great Pumping Engine. 

A late number of the Scientific Amertoan has 
illustrations of a remarkable steam pumping 
machinery, lately completed at Hammersmith, 
Eng. for the drainage of the Ferrara Marshes, 
Northern Italy. The tract to be drained covers 
an area of miles. The machinery is calcu- 
lated to discharge 456.000 gallons of water per 
minute, or 656,640,000 gallons per day; being 
about six times the capacity of the Croton Aque- 
duct, which is able to deliver 110,000,000 of gal- 
lons per day. Tue water delivered by these re- 
markable pumps forms a stream 108 feet wide 
and 4 feet deep, having a speed of 2 miles aa 
hour; ope day's delivery would fill a reservoir 
1 mile square to a depth of 3 feet 9 inches. In 
view of the completion and successful operation 
of g tic and economical machinery like this. 
the mage of the Zuyder Zee, in Holland, 
which is about to be commenced, is rendered a 
comparatively easy task. The Zuyder Zee area 
to be drained is 759 square miles. Models of 
this machinery are to be exhibited in the British 
department of the Centennial Exhibition.
